The Coffee County Com- 
mission met on Thursday, Feb- 
ruary 7, in a special called 
meeting with the county map- 
per, property appraiser, tax 
assessor and tax collector to 
discuss problems that occur too 
often when paying taxes. 

“We get a lot of comments 
from people around the 
county,’’ stated Commissioner 
Rex Boutwell, ‘‘and hear com- 
ments about problems when 
they go to pay taxes. We need 
to quit having so many com- 
plaints, and that means we have 
to keep the mistakes from 
recurring.’ 


“The problem,'’ answered 
Tax Collector Ronnie Burns, 
“‘was when corrections were 
made one year, they weren't 
carried over to the books the 
following year. We have 
discussed the problem and don't 
think it will happen again in the 
future."’ 


“I won't make any ex- 
cuses,’’ stated Tax Assessor 
Mack McKinney. “I have 
stressed to my help to be 
careful, but I can’t always be 
there, and mistakes are made. 
We have changed taxes three 
times in the past year and a half, 
and it did put us behind. We are

“The problem is that the 
operation is not running 
smoothly,’’ said mapper Roland 
Roberts. ‘I suggest the Com- 
mission appoint someone to go 
to each office and actually see 
what is going on. The solution 
to our problem is to take the 
geographical and property cards 
and put them on a computer 
disc. This will speed up the 
process. When I did my job, all 


the cards were in place, but 
after I turn them over, their 
upkeep is unstable. I’ve seen 
cards lying on desks and piled in 
corners."’ Under the present 
system,’’ added Burns, ‘the 
county can't afford a computer 
system. I have asked for 
individual assessment sheets for 
each piece of property; this will 
help! One other way we can 
help is for the assessor to check 
the records daily and file them. 
This will help clarify who owns 
property. Each piece of prop- 
erty should have an assessment 
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sheet, because that way one 
problem won't hold up paying 
the rest of the taxes, On 
receipts, all it gives is the total 
amount paid; it needs to tell 
which property is being paid for. 
The property owners want to 
know what taxes they're paying, 
and by updating the receipt 


books, they would know.”’

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Audit Reveals Tax Assessor 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion met in regular session on 
Monday, February 11, at the 
courthouse in Elba, and heard 
that Tax Assessor Mac 
McKinney may have to make 
back payments to the State 
Revenue Department for not 
adjusting tax rates on auto- 
mobiles. 


The County Commission 
raised the county's tax millage 
in September, and McKinney 
began collecting the new rates 
on everything except automo- 
bile tags. A recent audit 
revealed the mistake, and as 
soon as a total charge can be 
determined, McKinney will be 
presented a bill. 


County Attorney Joe Sawyer 
reported, ‘‘You haye only two 
choices - do nothing, or ask the 
State to forgive the debt. If you 
don’t do anything, Mr. Mc- 
Kinney will have to pay the 
money out of his own pocket.’’ 


The Commission instructed 
Sawyer to ask the State to 
consider the circumstances in- 
volved and forgive the debt. 
However, the Commission made 
it clear it would not help pay the 
debt if it is not forgiven. 


A major problem again arose 
over the make-up of the Ad- 
visory Planning Committee, and 
again no solution was found. 
The committee, when selected, 
will define problems and set 
objectives in the jail problem. 
The make-up of the committee 
again caused heated debate 
because of concern over which 
parts of the county would have 
the most power.

Since 
September our office has given 
over 7,200 immunizations at a 
savings of over $100,000 to the 
public, You have the authority 
to impose the tax, and if you 
don’t, I don’t see any salvation 
after October 1."’ 


The Commission voted 
unanimously to keep the millage 
at the same rate as last year, 
and not add the extra 3 mils.

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National Vocational 
Education Week 


The week of February 10 - 16 
is National Vocational Education 
Week. The Trade and Industrial 
sections of the Vocational! De- 
partment at Elba High School 
present this article in observ- 
ance of the occasion. The T & I 
sections are Auto Mechanics, 
Welding and the Co-op pro- 
gram. 

The purpose of the Trade 
and Industrial Education pro- 
grams in Elba High School is to 
educate and train students for 
business and industry by pro- 
viding the basic skills, abilities, 
understandings, working hab- 
its, knowledge and information 
needed to enter and succeed in 
their vocation. In addition, 
these students should develop 
good attitudes, pride in work- 
manship and leadership abilities 
necessary to any Trade, Indus- 
trial or Technical occupation. 

The following are brief de- 
scriptions of the T & I programs 
offered at Elba High School. 


AUTO MECHANICS 


The Automotive Mechanics 
course at Elba High School is a 
two-year elective course for 10th 
through 12th grade students. 
There are three two-hour clas- 
ses each day - two first-year 
classes and one second-year 
class. Students receive one 
credit for each semester suc- 
cessfully completed. 


Both first-year and second- 
year students receive classroom 
theory and practica! shop exper- 
ience in the principles of 
construction, operation, main- 
tenance and overhaul of the 
different automotive compo- 
nents. First-year students 
receive more training on mock- 
ups while the second-year stu- 
dents are engaged in much the 
same type work they will be 
expected to do in a garage. 


The course is designed to 
teach the basics of automotive 
maintenance and repair to stu- 
dents who plan to continue their 
training at a technical college or 
go directly into the job market 
after graduation. The course is 
not limited to just these stu- 
dents. Any student who is 
interested in acquiring automo- 
tive maintenance skills, regard- 


less of his future plans, can take 


the course and benefit from it. 


Credit earned from success- 
ful completion of the auto 
mechanics course at Elba High 
may be applied toward a 
diploma from a technical col- 
lege. 


WELDING 


Welding is offered as a 
two-year course for 10th 
through 12th-grade students. 
Classes meet for two hours each 
day. Two credits are awarded 
for successful completion of 
each year’s work. 

First-year students receive 
both classroom theory and 
hands-on shop experience in 
these areas: shielded metal arc 
welding; machines and acces- 
sories; electrode selection and 
classification; flame cutting, 
welding and brazing; joint 
design and welding terms; 
reading weld symbols; setting 
up and operating oxy-acetylene 
welding equipment; blueprint 
reading. 


Instruction is given in me- 
tallic inert gas (MIG) welding, 
tungsten inert gas (TIG) weld- 
ing, oxy-acetylene welding, 
basic metallurgy, and additional 
training in arc welding. 


Second-year students  re- 
ceive more advanced theory and 
experience in these same areas. 


Students who successfully 
complete two years of instruct- 
ion in welding should possess 
the skills to enter the job market 
as a trained welder. 


CO-OP 


The Co-op program (form- 
erly called D.O.) at Elba is alsoa 
two-year program offering two 
credits per year for successful 
completion. It is open to lith 
and 12th grade students who 
have an occupational objective 
set for themselves; that is, those 
students who are seeking an 
introduction to, and training in, 
,@ chosen field. 

The Co-op program is, as its 

; mame suggests, a program of 
cooperation between the school 


and the local business com- 
munity. Students receive one 
hour per day of related class- 
room study. This is in the form 
of individualized study guides 
which instruct the student in the 
theory of his chosen field. 
Students also receive in-class 
instructions in good work habits 
and attitudes, human relations 
and consumer education. The 
Co-op students spend a mini- 
mum of three hours a day in 
on-the-job training at various 
local businesses. This is very 
valuable training, as students 
are in a real working situation, 
and under the supervision of 
qualified trainers. These local 
businessmen and -women are, 
in effect, teachers of their 
trainees, and help determine 
their grade in the Co-op course. 


Present Co-op students are 
in training in a’ wide variety of 
fields, some of which are: 
Nurse’s Aide, Medical Lab 
Technology; X-Ray Technology; 
Office Practice; Drafting; 
Retail Merchandising; Grocery 
Merchandising; Trailer Parts 
Sales; Plumbing and Electric; 
Meat Cutting; Textiles. 


Local businesses which are 
currently participating in Co-op 
training are: Elba General 
Hospital and Nursing Home; 
Dorsey Trailers; Cook Chevro- 
let; Big Bear; Piggly Wiggly; 
Elba Clipper; Little Beaver; 
Daniels’ Gulf; Daniels’ Chev- 
ron; Strong and Warr O.D.; 
Windham Power Lifts; Elba 
Packing Company; Kleinert's; 
Sonic; Murphree Furniture; 
Skinner Furniture; Pea River 
Timber Company; Alabama 
Pork Buyers; English Well 
Drilling; Zaff Adkinson Plumb- 
ing and Electric. 


Without the help and coop- 
eration of these loca! business- 
es, the Co-op program could not 
exist. 


VOCATIONAL INDUSTRIAL 
CLUBS OF AMERICA 


The Vocational Industrial 


Clubs of America (VICA) is a 
student organization open to all 
students enrolled in trade, 
industrial and technical educa- 
tion courses that are vocation- 


ally or occupationally oriented. 
The Elba High chapter of VICA 
has 54 members. The general 
aim of VICA is to develop 
leadership, character and citi- 
zenship in student members. 
The local chapter activities are 
an integral part of the total 
education program. Since the 
development of skills alone is 
not enough in a modern complex 
society, students must be pre- 
pared with the ability to work, 
live and play together. 


The Skills contests in which 
VICA members participate are 
held annually at the local, 
district, state and national and 
international levels. The club 
finances its travel and club. 
activities by fund-raising events 
spaced throughout the school 
year. The VICA members rely 
on community support for the 
success of these fund-raising 
projects. 


The Elba High chapter of 
VICA is a large and an ‘active 
one. It is made up of students 
enrolled in Welding, Auto 
Mechanics and the Co-op pro- 
grams. The purposes and 
functions of this student or- 
ganization are well stated by the 
VICA Pledge:

All children are treated the 
same fegardless of ability to 
pay. In the operation of, child 
feeding programs, no child will 
be discriminated against 
because of race, sex, color, or 
national origin. At. Z. C. 
students go to designated areas 
during the day to obtain lunch 
tickets, At such times those who 
pay full price or reduced price 
pay are issued numbered tickets 
good for that day. Those 
students who receive free meals 
are given their tickets. All 
tickets are identical except for a 
code number known only to 
authorized schoo! personnel and 
used for accounting purposes. 
At all times: when paying for 
the tickets, when tickets are 
issued, and when the child is 
eating the meal, there is no 
overt identification of free meal 
and reduced-price meal reci- 
pients. 

There are five requirements 
for menu planning. They are: (1) 
to include several foods con- 
taining iron each day; (2) to 
include a vitamin A vegetable or 
fruit at least twice a week; (3) to 
include a vitamin C vegetable or 
fruit several times a week; (4) to 
keep fat, sugar, and salt at a 
moderate level and (5) to offer a 
choice of foods. 

Like most government pro- 
grams we have found that 
preparing school lunches is not 
the simple job we once thought.

One of the finest 
organizations I know is called, 
Sowers of Seed, Incorporated. 
They have a tract that begins: 

Do you ever feel like nobody 
really cares?

Council Proclaims Clean-Up 


The Elba City Council open- 
ed bids and purchased a new 


backhoe; agreed to proclaim 
March as “Clean-up 
Elba Month’’; and Mayor 


Robert Folsom defended actions 
of city employees doing work on 
private property Folsom said 
belonged to him. Postponed 
was action on a request for a 
raise in firemen’s pay. 


Bids were opened on the 
purchase of a new tractor and 
backhoe and the low of four 
bids was the $24,700 by Elba 
Tractor Company. Other bid- 


ders were Luverne Tractor 
Company, Goshen Tractor Com- 
pany, and Joe Money Machin- 
ery Company, submitting a *‘No 
Bid.”’ 


The machine was purchased 
on a unanimous approval of a 


Cleo Hawkins motion to’ buy 
from the lowest bidder if it met 
specifications. 


Mrs. Sandy Santa Rossa told 
the Council a local garden club 
was promoting an anti-litter 
campaign and requested assist- 
ance from the City of Elba, She 
pointed out that two existing 
ordinances allowed the city to 
enforce clean-up of lots, etc. 


Police Chief Max Rayborn 
reported his department had 
arrested 23 people for littering 
in recent weeks (Dairy Queen- 
Big Bear parking lot) and would 
be continuing this week. He 
explained that any private citi- 
zen could sign a warrant against 
people seen littering, but they 
would have to appear in court as 
a witness.

On Trucks 


During 1979, according to 
the Alabama Department of 
Public Safety, there were 167 
truck-related fatalities in Ala- 
bama -- of these, 155 were 
fatalities involving a large truck 
and another vehicle. Of this 155 
total, 130 of the fatalities were 
occupants of the other vehicle. 

“The Department is being 
flooded with complaints from 
the motoring public,”’ said Cpl. 
Jack Weekly of the State 
Trooper Department, ‘‘concern- 
ing speeding trucks and other 
violations, such as following too 
closely, spilling loads, shifting 
loads, cutting in, running 
people off the road, etc.” 

“Although most truck 
drivers are safe, courteous 
drivers,'"" Weekly continued, 
“this image is being spoiled by 
the few who refuse to obey the 
traffic laws and intimidate other 
drivers in smaller vehicles.”’ 


In order to gain a higher 
level of voluntary compliance 
with the national 55 mph speed 
laws and other traffic laws, the 
Department of Public Safety 
intends to take the following 
action on a state-wide basis to 
reduce truck accidents: 

Use aircraft - motorcycles - 
pickup trucks - vans and other 
non-police yehicles - plain cars, 
civilian clothes, DPS tags, etc. 
by “Ghost Patrol’’ units; use 
roadblocks and inspection de- 
tails for driver license and 
equipment checks.

A complaint of chemical cans 
at the Elba airport was voiced by 
Councilman John Sharpless. He 
noted the cans had been at the 
airport since last summer, and 
they should be moved. He was 
told by Folsom that the problem 
was that the man responsible 
(Dean Kyle) was having trouble 
finding a place he could use to 
dispose of the toxic cans. 
Sharpless stated they should be 
moved from city property as 
they were an eyesore, and if 
hazardous, never should have 
been placed there at all. City 
Clerk Jack Prescott was in- 
structed to check with the 
county landfill on the require- 
ments for disposing of them 
there, and instruct Kyle to make 
arrangements soon for their 
removal. Other council mem- 
bers agreed with this course of 
action, 


Folsom passed out copies of 
a legal form he said was posted 
on the door of the local railroad 
depot. Folsom said the railroad 
was trying to close the section 
from Elba to Enterprise and he 
wanted the Council to take some 
action. Council members 
agreed to take whatever action 
necessary. 


A quick check of the papers 
and comparison with similar 
papers posted last year revealed 
that this is the annual survey of 
‘Marginal Lines’’ as requited 
by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. Last year this 
newspaper discussed this mat- 
ter with several sources in 
Washington, including the ICC.

Even though the notice 
closely resembles the one post- 
ed last year, it differs in that the 
Elba line is now in ‘‘category 
1’’, or no longer being sur- 
yeyed but in the group of ‘*All 
lines or portions of lines which 
the carrier anticipates will be 
the subject of an abandonment 
or discontinuance application to 
be filed within the 3-year period 
following the date upon which 
the diagram, or any amended 
diagram, is filed with the 
Commission."’ 


Apparently this means the 
railroad plans to ask the ICC for 
permission to discontinue this 
spur rail line, and leave Elba 
without rail service. 


Mrs. Frances Trammell, 
Community Development Dir- 
ector for Elba asked the Council 
to approve a resolution agreeing 
to give Southeast Alabama 
Regional Planning and Develop- 
ment Commission 10 percent of 
all full funding federal grants 
received by Elba. This is to 
replace the monthly $85 fee 
presently being paid for assist- 
ance on applications for grants, 
etc. The action was unanimous- 
ly approved by the council. 


Fire Chief Lloyd Driggers 
requested the firemen be raised 
to $8.00 per fire from the 
present $6.50, and that the 
department get the present 
library building when the library 
is moved. The Council postpon- 
ed until the next meeting any 
action on the increase, and took 
no action on the other request. 
They did assure Driggers the 
fire department would get some 
additional room, but would 
make no promises until all plans 
had been coordinated. 


A discussion on extending 
sewage for 300 feet along 
Highland Drive to join collector 
lines from the Mac Champion 
subdivision indicated that all 
councilmen felt it should be 
done, was legally required, and 
would be good for expansion of 
the city. It was pointed out that 
Champion would be responsible 
for lines up to the highway 
right-of-way. 


Councilman Jimmy Wise 
reported a number of telephone 
calls about the city crews and 
equipment working on private 
property near the railroad 
depot. Folsom quickly said that 
while grading an alley, the city 
grader did pull down some posts 
and a building owned» by 
Southern Supply and Contract- 
ing fell down. Folsom said he 


personally hooked the chain to 
the machine. The building is 
reportedly owned by Mayor 
Folsom and/or members of his 
family. 


Folsom said the firm would 
pay for all work done by city 
workers on the property, but not 
until all other private citizens 
had done the same. He told the 
Council that city crews had 
spent 2% days working on a 
sewer line of Roland Powell’s. 
When asked who authorized 
this, he said he didn’t know and 
didn’t know it was going on until 
later. 


Folsom told Wise, ‘‘You 
don’t like Bob Folsom, and that 
is why you are bringing this 
up.’’ He then said he could 
bring up some other things 
embarrassing to others... At 
this time, Councilman Cleo 
Hawkins broke in and said 
Folsom was directing that at 
him as he had done before, but 
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he had nothing to hide. Folsom 
denied implicating Hawkins. A 
short time later, Wise respond- 
ed to Folsom, ‘The city crews 
have done nothing for me at 
all.”’ 


The discussion ended when 
Folsom asked a representative 
of this newspaper if our photos 
were good, and was told that 
reportedly some other member 
of the staff had responded to the 
third of a number of phone calls 
and had made some pictures. 


The city will look into the 
cost of regularly sweeping the 
parking lots of the local grocery 
stores. The concensus of the 
Council was not to consider the 
proposal of selling the airport 
hangars. Reasons were expres- 
sed that it could cause problems 
in later land development, and 
one councilman reported he had 
received a standing offer of 
$5000 more than any the 
Enterprise man would make.
